We have been given from tim e 
to time all so rts of ca snaky 
re ­ 
ports, each larg er than the other, 
but now the W a r Department has 
issued what it calls a complete re­ 
port, placing the dead at lit),492. 
and the w ounded at 205,690, a 
total of 322,182. 
The 
missing 
are reported as none. 
It is im ­ 
possible that th is can he true. 
There never w as a war of 
any 
magnitude whe.re there were riot 
missing men for whom it was im­ 
possible to account. 
There are 
numerous cases right here in St. 
Louis of men wlvose relatives can 
secure no inform ation about them 
whatever from th e War D epart­ 
ment or the Red Cross, save th a t 
they are missing and unaccounted 
for. 
The only way ih e War De­ 
partment can m ake a paper show ­ 
ing of this sort is arbitrarily to 
charge to killed 
all about whom 
its records are incomplete. 
H ow ­ 
ever satisfactory this may be to 
W ar Department bookkeeping it 
is not satisfactory 
to 
relatives. 
To do this and 
report 
to 
th e 
country that th e re are no missing 
is neither keeping 
the 
records 
straight for history nor telling th e 
truth to the people, 
Assuming that the 
other 
fig­ 
ures are correct, and after 
de­ 
ducting those who died of disease 
and other causes, there are left 
50,227 who were killed in action 
or died of wounds. 
This is One- 
fifth of the total casualties. 
In 
this the usual 
proportions were 
maintained 
T h ere was in ths 
war a greater deadliness of cas­ 
ualties from high explosives and 
machine gun bullets than in form ­ 
er wars, but at the 
same 
tim e 
there was more prompt and more 
scientific and successful surgical 
treatment, thus 
preserving 
the 
balance. The d eath or only 58.673 
from disease in an army 
of 
ap­ 
proximately 4,000,000 men iii two 
w o r n with an epidemic of influ­ 
enza as a complication, is such a 
record as no previous war ever 
made. 
The one silver lining to 
th e dark cloud of war’s horrors 
is the greater medical and s u r­ 
gical skill and th e more efficient 
hospital organization, 
especially 
the wonderful and skilled work of 
women nurses, which have done so 
much to save life and relieve su f­ 
fering.
